WENDT FIGHTS . 
FOR PROPERTY. 


Millionaire Man 
Would Block Kin. 


Injunction Asked to Stop 
Removal of Fortune. 


Relatives Summoned for 
Hearing This Month. 


New phases of the fight between 
William F. Wendt, the Buffalo 
millionaire foundry man, and his 
family, were revealed in the United 
States District Court yesterday, 
when U. 8. District Judge Bledsoe 
issued an order requiring Margaret 
L. Wendt, Mary Wendt, and the 
Wendt Farms, Inc., to appear in 
his court at 10 a.m., March pat ss 
show cause why they should 

restrained from 3 certain 


personal property, asserted to be- 
long to Mr. Wendt, from the State 
or disposing of the same. A re- 
ceiver of the property is also asked 
for, and the plaintiff asks that 
Margaret L. Wendt, Mary Wendt 
and the Wendt Farms, Inc., be 
declared trustee for the benefit of 
the plaintiff, William F. Wendt. 
The defendants in the suit are 
Margaret L. Wendt, a daughter of 
the plaintiff; Mary Wendt, his 
wife, and Caroline W. Becker, 
Elizabeth W. Gould, and Augusta 
Stafford, children of W. F. and 
Mary Wendt. 

It is declared in the bin that 
on Nov. 17, 1917, Mr. Wendt owned 
property worth more than $1,000,- 
000, and that by an agreement he 
turned over to the Wendt Farms, 
Inc., certain securities to invest 
for him, with the understanding 
that he was to have the income 
therefrom. It is also sald that of 
the 600 shares of the corporation 
he was the owner of 360 shares. 
It is also charged that since that 
date Mr. Wendt has turned over 
to the company, securities valued 
at $1,000,000. 


Buffalo, went to thé safe deposit 
box, rented jointly by the plain- 
tiff and herself, at the Security 
Trust and Savings Bank, and took 
Securities therefrom valued at 
$750,000, without his knowledge 
or consent. It is declared that 
this war with the connivance and 
assistance of Mary Wendt, wife of 
the plaintiff.
